REPORT  FOR  1932. 


“How  bright  this  world  would  be  to  live  in — 

Its  skies  for  ever  blue — 

If  everyone  were  just  as  helpful 
As  friends  like  you  !’  ’ 

The  year  under  review  opened  in  unusually  anxious  days; 
unemployment  was  worse  than  ever,  money  shortage  acute,  and 
there  was  a  general  atmosphere  of  depression  hanging  over  the  dis¬ 
trict,  which  was  hard  to  combat.  With  the  lengthening  days 
courage  seemed  to  return  and  hope  revived .  It  is  easy  to  gauge  the 
spirit  of  our  poor  patients  without  any  thermometers — there  is  a 
feeling  in  the  air,  which  we  cannot  fail  to  sense ;  “Perhaps  better 
times  are  coming,  and  there’  11  be  more  work  about,  ’  ’  we  hear  these 
brave  women  saying,  as  they  brace  themselves  to  meet  the 
difficulties  ahead . 

SPRING. 

We  began  our  New  Year  with  a  small  credit  balance,  which 
was  cheering,  as  it  is  always  very  difficult  to  raise  sufficient  funds 
in  the  early  months  of  the  year  to  enable  us  to  meet  our  ordinary 
expenses.  In  the  spring  the  need  for  some  urgent  repairs  made 
itself  plainly  visible .  Owing  to  a  generous  gift  from  an  anonymous 
friend,  the  Hospital  walls  were  washed  and  repainted,  and  by  doing 
the  work  gradually  it  was  possible  to  avoid  closing  the  wards  alto¬ 
gether.  They  all  looked  so  fresh  and  clean  in  the  spring  sunshine, 
after  the  murk  of  the  winter . 

The  Annexe  showed  signs  of  deterioration  and  as  further  build¬ 
ing  was  out  of  the  question  for  the  moment,  it  seemed  best  to  spend 
a  smaller  sum  on  re-conditioning  this  useful  little  structure .  Paint¬ 
ing  inside,  proofing  the  roof  and  re-arranging  three  of  the  rooms, 
made  it  fit  for  a  further  term  of  service.  The  Chapel  also  under¬ 
went  a  thorough  overhaul.  As  the  ceiling  was  unsafe,  this  was 
raised  to  a  gable,  and  an  oak  wainscoating  added  to  the  walls. 
A  great  improvement  was  the  gift  of  a  new  window  from  our  builders, 
Messrs.  Josolyne  &  Young.  This  has  added  both  light  and  air, 
and  the  Committee  much  appreciated  the  kind  and  sympathetic 
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words  that  accompanied  the  gift.  This  little  Chapel  has  been 
described  as  ‘  ‘the  heart  of  the  Bermondsey  Medical  Mission ’  The 
Resident  Staff  meet  here  daily  for  prayers,  and  the  Holy  Communion 
is  celebrated  monthly  by  our  Assistant  Chaplain  and  kindly  neigh¬ 
bour,  the  Rev.  S.  C.  L.  Miller.  It  is  a  quiet  spot  where  many  can 
slip  in  for  brief  prayer  and  meditation  in  the  midst  of  the  unending 
calls  of  a  busy  day. 

In  the  early  spring  the  Bishop  of  Kingston  visited  the  Hospital 
on  a  somewhat  unique  occasion.  The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of 
Southwark  granted  “The  Bishop’s  License’’  to  two  workers  in 
Bermondsey,  one  of  whom  was  Miss  Handford  (our  Lady  Almoner) 
who  held  a  similar  License  in  the  Diocese  of  Winchester;  the  other 
a  parish  visitor  in  connection  with  St.  James’  Church.  The  short 
service  was  held  in  our  own  Chapel,  which  was  filled  to  overflowing 
with  friends  and  well-wishers.  At  the  conclusion,  the  Bishop  gave 
a  short  and  helpful  address,  ending  with  prayers  for  a  special  bless¬ 
ing  on  the  two  licensees,  and  later  visited  the  wards  of  the  Hospital. 

SUMMER. 

The  Annual  Meeting  was  held  early  in  June  and  brought  to¬ 
gether  a  large  gathering  of  friends .  It  was  fortunately  a  fine  day, 
and  Bishop  Taylor  Smith  as  the  principal  speaker  gave  a  most 
inspiring  address.  The  Chair  was  taken  by  Mr.  Clive  Davies,  and 
Dr.  Fox  described  the  year’s  work,  and  thanked  all  friends,  those 
absent  as  well  as  those  present,  for  their  unfailing  support,  both 
financial  and  personal. 

A  Sale  of  Work  organised  by  the  Committee,  assisted  by  the 
Staff,  was  held  during  the  afternoon,  and  raised  the  sum  of 
^66.  3s.  id.  which  was  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund. 

The  Summer  Outings  were,  if  anything,  more  than  usually 
successful,  owing  to  the  fine  weather,  and  the  kindness  and  hos¬ 
pitality  of  friends  who  invited  parties  of  our  patients  for  a  day  or 
afternoon  in  their  gardens.  It  is  difficult  to  describe  how  much 
these  treats  mean  to  a  tired,  overstrained  woman,  whose  days  are 
often  spent  in  cooking,  washing  and  the  everlasting  war  against 
smuts  and  mud.  At  a  June  gathering  the  guests  were  sitting  in 
deck  chairs  under  the  trees,  and  one  of  them  said,  ‘  ‘Oh !  if  a  garden 
is  so  lovely,  what  must  Heaven  be  like  ?  That  is  what  I  keep 
thinking,  again  and  again.’’ 

A  most  unique  Garden  Party  was  given  by  the  girls  in  the 
various  forms  of  the  Wimbledon  High  School,  who  invited  child¬ 
ren  of  corresponding  ages,  and  acted  as  hostesses  to  our  little  ones 
from  Bermondsey.  A  perfect  day,  with  the  thrill  of  a  motor  bus, 
“all  to  ourselves,’’  added  to  the  enjoyment.  In  various  parts  of 
the  school  and  playground  groups  mutually  entertained  each  other, 
and  afterwards  tea  in  the  Hall,  followed  by  songs  and  games  ended 
a  never  to  be  forgotten  red-letter  day  in  the  lives  of  the  little  guests . 
We  want  again  to  thank  Miss  Lewis  and  the  girls  of  the  Wimbledon 
High  School  for  their  kind  hospitality,  and  the  trouble  taken  in 
devising  such  an  original  outing. 
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AUTUMN. 

The  Harvest  Thanksgiving  Service  in  October  was  largely- 
attended,  and  the  singing  was  very  hearty,  the  address  being  given 
by  Dr.  Fox. 

We  were  specially  grateful  for  the  many  gifts  that  reached  us 
this  year  from  numerous  Churches,  Missions  and  Schools  in  the  dist¬ 
rict.  Fruit,  flowers,  vegetables,  bread  and  groceries  arrived  all 
through  late  September  and  October,  and  were  a  great  assistance  to 
the  Hospital  and  House  commisariats,  as  well  as  to  needy  families 
in  the  district.  Not  least  did  we  appreciate  the  kind  thoughts  that 
prompted  these  gifts,  and  the  cordial  messages  that  accompanied 
them. 

For  the  first  time,  this  year  we  were  able  to  hold  our  own  Vale¬ 
dictory  Meeting  in  the  autumn  for  the  members  of  our  Staff  going 
out  to  the  Mission-field  overseas.  The  gathering  was  a  crowded 
one,  and  no  less  than  seven  of  those  who  had  worked  recently  with 
us — although  only  four  could  be  personally  present — were  bidden 
God-speed  to  their  posts  in  far  distant  countries. 

In  spite  of  these  difficult  times,  and  the  money  shortage  on  all 
hands,  enforcing  unwelcome  economies,  we  have  been  heartened 
and  encouraged  over  and  over  again  by  the  letters  and  messages 
that  have  reached  us  throughout  the  year .  ‘  ‘My  income  has  shrunk 

but  I  ca?L’t  let  you  suffer;  here  is  a  little  extra,  for  I  know  your  poor 
folk  need  it.”  wrote  one  friend.  ‘‘Alas!  I  have  to  halve  my  own 
subscription,  ’  ’  said  another,  ‘  ‘but  I  have  got  you  a  new  subscriber 
to  make  up  for  it.” 

It  has  been  a  great  assistance  and  improvement  to  have  an 
Almoner  for  the  Hospital  and  Out-patients.  Miss  Handford  has 
tactfully  and  sympathetically  organized  this  department,  and  has 
had  charge  of  it  for  the  past  twelve  months.  A  short  report  des¬ 
cribing  her  experiences  is  given  on  page  15 . 

Our  gifts  in  kind  have,  if  anything,  increased .  Knowing  too 
well  the  pinch  of  the  times  everyone  is  experiencing,  we  must  ac¬ 
knowledge  with  special  gratitude  these  unexpected  blessings.  The 
Harvest  offerings  that  reached  us  were  more  numerous  than  usual, 
and  Christmas  brought  us  parcels  galore,  full  of  clothing  and  toys  for 
distribution.  Chief  among  the  Christmas  arrivals,  came  a  consign¬ 
ment  of  clothing  from  Queen  Mary’ s  Needlework  Guild,  including  a 
cot  cover,  the  work  of  Her  Majesty’s  own  hands.  This  treasured 
coverlet  will  be  used  on  the  cot  for  our  baby  patients,  and  will  no 
doubt  ensure  the  little  occupant  happy  dreams.  We  were  deeply 
sensible  of  the  kind  thought  that  prompted  this  gracious  gift  from 
the  Queen . 

WINTER. 

The  seven  days’  Mission  in  November  was  well  attended,  and 
the  Missioner,  Mr.  Grant,  was  ably  supported  by  the  Staff.  In 
these  special  efforts  it  is  very  noticeable  that  numbers  have  little 


to  do  with  the  results.  They  are  often  observed  afterwards  in  the 
most  unlikely  quarters,  and  again  and  again  do  we  remember  St. 
Paul’s  words,  as  to  how  “one  sows,  and  another  waters,  but — God 
giveth  the  increase.’’  For  those  who  doubt  the  benefit  accrueing 
from  these  Missions,  we  often  wish  they  could  note  the  eager  res¬ 
ponse,  the  longing  and  hunger  of  these  poor  folk  for  the  simple 
Gospel  story.  Many  of  them  have  such  hard,  drab  lives,  with  so 
much  to  drag  them  down,  and  so  little  to  uplift  them,  it  is  wonder¬ 
ful  to  see  the  change  wrought  by  the  realisation  of  Christ’s  love  for 
them,  and  their  earnest  efforts  to  follow  in  His  footsteps. 

It  is  impossible  in  the  brief  space  at  our  disposal  to  describe 
fully  the  Christmas  festivities,  but  it  was  indeed  a  happy  season. 
The  wards  were  most  artistically  decorated  by  Sister  Swain  and  her 
Staff,  carols  were  sung  on  Christmas  Eve,  and  a  Tree  laden  with 
gifts  for  everybody  was  a  very  attractive  feature.  Each  bed  had 
its  stocking  filled  with  surprises,  and  nobody  was  too  ill  to  sample 
the  turkey  and  plum-pudding.  Through  the  kindness  of  a  Com¬ 
mittee  Member  and  other  friends,  we  were  enabled  this  year  to 
distribute  to  poor  families  among  our  Out-patients,  between  thirty 
and  forty  parcels  of  groceries,  plum-puddings  and  fruit.  We  wish 
it  had  been  possible  for  the  senders  of  these  special  gifts  to  be  present 
at  the  allocation  of  them,  so  that  they  could  realise  how  much  these 
tokens  of  good-will  are  appreciated.  9 

A  most  successful  Christmas  Party  was  again  provided  by  the 
Uplands  School  Old  Girls’  Union,  which  once  more  invited  150 
patients  to  a  tea  and  entertainment  in  our  Hall.  We  should  like 
to  thank  the  members  of  the  Union  warmly  for  their  kindness,  and 
for  the  pleasant  evening  they  planned  and  carried  out. 

A  new  development  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year  was  the  org¬ 
anization  of  what  is  popularly  known  as  “The  Babies’  Band." 
Once  a  week  through  the  kindness  of  Miss  McCarter,  who  is  herself 
a  daughter  of  Bermondsey,  assisted  by  Mrs .  McCarter,  a  class  for 
children  under  seven  is  held.  They  are  provided  with  ‘ ‘percussion 
Instruments,”  i.e.  drums,  triangles,  tambourines  etc.,  and,  with 
one  mite  conducting,  proceed  to  perform  with  an  astonishing  sense 
of  rhythm.  They  have  progressed  wonderfully,  and  we  hope  soon 
o  hear  the  “Bermondsey  Medical  Mission  Babies’  Band”  per¬ 
form  at  a  social  evening  of  the  Patients’  Fellowship. 

This  brings  us  to  another  fresh  scheme .  For  some  time  it  had 
been  felt  that  we  might,  in  common  with  larger  institutions,  have 
some  guild  which  would  link  together  patients  who  have  passed 
through  our  wards  and  their  friends,  with  the  Hospital.  We  have 
had  many  letters  and  requests  from  time  to  time,  enquiring  how 
grateful  patients  could  keep  in  touch  with,  and  help  the  Hospital 
that  befriended  them  in  their  hour  of  need .  After  discussion  it  was 
decided  to  form  a  “Grateful  Patients’  Fellowship.”  and  this  plan 
has  happily  evolved  and  started  on  its  career  with  a  badge,  a  mini¬ 
mum  subscription  of  2/-  a  year,  and  a  hundred  enthusiastic  members . 
This  venture  is  at  present  in  its  infancy,  but  it  is  hoped,  if  funds 
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permit,  it  will  be  of  permanent  assistance  to  the  Hospital,  even, 
perhaps  eventually  rising  to  the  height  of  naming  and  endowing  a 
a  bed.  It  will,  in  any  case,  serve  as  a  link  to  bind  the  many  who 
hold  dear  their  recollections  of  this  little  centre.  In  response  to  an 
enquiry  the  other  day,  an  ex-Hospital  patient  cheerfully  remarked, 

“I  am  wonderful,  I  am  still  under  the  Mission,  and  always  shall 
be.' '  All  enquiries  should  be  addressed  to  ‘  ‘The  Chairman,  Grate¬ 
ful  Patients’  Fellowship,  Miss  Handford.” 

We  sustained  a  great  loss  during  December  in  the  resignation 
of  Dr.  Wirtz  on  account  of  her  approaching  marriage.  For  six 
years  Dr .  Wirtz  had  worked  with  us  as  Resident  House  Surgeon,  and 
during  that  time  had  given  of  her  best  to  further  the  aims  of  the 
Mission,  both  medical  and  spiritual .  She  will  be  greatly  missed  by 
us  all .  She  carried  away  with  her  the  heartiest  of  good  wishes  for 
her  future  happiness  and  prosperity,  together  with  a  more  tangible 
form  of  grateful  remembrance  in  the  shape  of  presentations  from  the 
Committee,  Staff  and  Patients. 

The  Annual  Sale  of  Work  for  the  patients  took  place  as  usual 
in  December,  and  the  sum  of  over  £26  was  raised.  Having  regard 
to  the  hard  times,  and  the  very  low  prices  of  the  goods,  this  was 
considered  a  great  success .  The  women  look  forward  to  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  securing  Christmas  gifts  for  their  families  at  bargain 
prices . 

The  Jumble  Sales  held  every  week  have  filled  a  real  need,  and 
we  would  ask  friends  to  remember  us  again  when  they  have  anything 
saleable  to  spare.  The  Sales  have  been  re-organised,  and  goods 
are  mended  and  priced  before  going  on  to  the  stall,  and  this  is  a 
great  advantage.  The  financial  result  shows  amongst  our  receipts, 
as  a  proof  that  the  work  involved  is  surely  worth  while.  And,  as 
Shakespeare  remarks,  ‘  ‘It  blesses  him  that  gives,  and  him  that 
takes.”  .  ■ 

The  Scrap  Heap  is  grateful  for  anything  in  the  way  of  broken  ' 
and  disused  jewellery,  plate  or  precious  metal  of  any  kind.  It 
seems  too  much  to  beg  for  sovereigns  at  the  present  time  when  every 
dealer  is  plastered  with  enticing  notices,  but  if  our  readers  have  any 
spare  ones,  we  can  ‘‘invest”  them  with  the  certainty  that  the 
‘  'dividends’  ’  will  help  to  heal  the  sick  and  suffering .  Silver  paper, 
(tinfoil),  is  also  thankfully  received. 

We  cannot  close  without  a  word  of  acknowledgment  to  those 
who  help  so  regularly  with  the  Sunday  services,  the  short  Dispen¬ 
sary  services  and  various  classes.  It  would  not  be  easy  to  keep 
these  fresh  and  live  without  the  willing  and  devoted  assistance  of 
outside  friends,  and  to  them  we  accord  our  heartfelt  thanks. 

We  are  also  greatly  indebted  to  the  regular  help  given  by  our 
Honorary  Chaplain,  the  Rev.  E.  F.  E.  Wigram,  whose  ward  ser¬ 
vices  are  eagerly  anticipated .  He  is  ever  a  most  welcome  visitor  to 
the  Staff  and  patients. 

Our  appreciative  thanks  must  also  be  accorded  to  the  Honorary 
Staff  for  their  regular  and  steady  help.  Rain  or  shine,  week  in 
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and  week  out,  they  come,  and  most  grateful  we  are  for  their  gen¬ 
erous  service. 

The  united  efforts  of  our  Hospital  and  Dispensary  Staff  deserves 
a  special  word  of  praise .  They  have  kept  the  work  at  a  consistently 
high  standard,  counting  nothing  too  much  trouble  that  might  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  comfort  and  relief  of  the  patients .  We  believe  they 
are  building  on  the  surest  ground,  common  devotion  to  a  common 
ideal — "Each  for  the  other,  and  all  for  Christ/' 

The  Domestic  Staff  has  earned  everyone’s  gratitude  for  their 
willing  and  devoted  service .  Their  toil,  though  not  always  visible, 
ensures  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  the  entire  household,  and  one 
and  all  say,  "THANK  YOU,"  in  large  print! 

We  would  also  remember  the  friends  who  render  yeoman  ser¬ 
vice  by  coming  one,  two,  or  three  days  a  week  to  help  in  various 
ways,  either  by  writing  and  keeping  up  the  records,  lending  a  hand 
with  the  Jumble  Sales,  assisting  in  the  tea  canteen,  and  in  a  thous¬ 
and  and  one  busy  ways  supplying  the  "oil"  which  makes  the  wheels 
go  round  smoothly  and  efficiently. 

Mention  must  also  be  made  of  the  little  Dorcas  Band,  which 
meets  regularly  one  evening  a  week  to  help  repair  the  Hospital 
linen,  and  make  and  mend  things  new  and  old  for  the  benefit  of  the 
In-and  Out-patients. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  kind  friends  who  send  us  tickets  for 
the  use  of  the  Staff,  for  entertainments,  concerts  and  Flower  Shows, 
for  the  Zoo  and  Whipsnade.  These  all  form  a  pleasant  change  for 
off-duty  times,  and  are  very  acceptable. 

It  is  impossible  in  this  brief  report  to  touch  on  more  than  the 
fringe  of  our  activities,  but  we  should  like  to  assure  a  welcome  to 
any  friends  who  would  care  to  visit  the  Hospital  and  see  something 
of  the  work  at  first  hand. 

The  times  are  difficult  here  as  well  as  all  over  the  world,  but  we 
in  common  with  the  rest  of  the  Nation,  go  forward  with  the  spirit 
of  willing  self-sacrifice  and  determination,  with  God’s  help,  to  win 
through  to  better  days.  We  do  not  fear  to  face  the  future,  face  it 
indeed,  "with  gallant  and  high  hearted  happiness,  giving  Him 
thanks  always  for  all  things." 


REPORT  OF  THE  LADY  ALMONER. 


“Please,  Sister,  is  the  Almoner  ‘setting'  ?”  is  a  question  often 
asked  by  our  patients. 

‘  ‘Yes,  she  can  be  seen  in  that  Consulting  Room,  if  you  sit  here 
and  wait  your  turn.” 

The  Almoner  “sets”  at  certain  fixed  times  for  the  benefit  of 
Out-patients  who  need  advice  on  the  subject  of  surgical  instruments, 
dentures,  spectacles,  convalescent  treatment  or  holidays .  Also  the 
In-patients  are  interviewed,  who  are  to  be  found  in  the  Hospital 
wards . 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  go  round  these  wards,  and  see  how 
quickly  the  patients  respond  to  the  atmosphere  of  loving  attention 
they  receive.  “It’s  like  a  home  away  from  home,"  is  a  remark 
sometimes  made.  ‘  ‘I  could  not  have  believed  I  could  have  been  so 
happy  in  a  hospital  anywhere.” 

One  patient  who  had  been  sent  out  for  convalescent  treatment 
put  in  a  claim  for  part  cost  from  the  Hospital  Savings  Association . 
When  told  it  would  be  refunded  she  said,  ‘  ‘I  want  you  to  keep  that, 
and  put  it  towards  the  cost  of  the  bed  this  Hospital  supports  at 
Amritzar.  I  heard  Sister  say  she  wanted  a  little  more  to  make  up 
the  £10  for  the  year.” 

I  suppose  the  greatest  joy  of  all  is  to  see  the  way  the  children 
respond  to  the  care  and  treatment  they  receive.  The  parents  are 
always  so  grateful  and  ready  to  pay  the  small  fees  charged . 

A  tiny  boy,  who  came  in  very  ill  and  fretful,  came  to  be  known 
as  “Willie  Wailer, ”  and  indeed  earned  his  nickname.  After  a 
short  time  he  began  to  improve,  and  was  soon  sitting  up.  On 
being  asked  then  what  his  name  was,  he  announced  firmly,  “I’m 
Willie  Smiler,  ’  ’  and  by  this  name  he  is  still  known,  to  his  Mother’ s 
great  delight. 

The  Hospital  is  working  in  conjunction  with  the  Hospital  Sav¬ 
ing  Association  and  the  Hospital  Saturday  Fund.  For  those  who 
are  not  conversant  with  these  Societies,  it  might  be  well  to  explain 
that  patients  who  have  previously  subscribed  a  small  weekly  sum, 
receive  treatment  free,  the  cost  being  defrayed  by  the  Society,  when 
the  treasured  “Green  Vouchers,”  or  “Orange  Letters”  are  sent  in 
by  the  Almoner.  It  is  no  wonder  that  patients  are  realising  more 
and  more  the  advantages  of  becoming  contributors  to  one  or  other 
of  these  schemes. 

Fourteen  women  went  for  restful  holidays  to  the  country  or 
seaside  under  the  aegis  of  the  Women’s  Holiday  Fund.  Their 
letters  of  gratitude  prove  what  an  advantage  it  is  for  them  to  have 
this  change,  towards  the  cost  of  which  they  contribute  themselves 
beforehand . 

During  the  summer  three  of  our  very  necessitous  cases  went  to 
a  Diocesan  Convalescent  Home  at  Bognor,  which  provides  a  free 
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fortnight  for  poor  women  recommended  for  this  boon.  Through 
this  agency  these  patients  were  guests  of  the  Queen,  as  it  is  by  Her 
Majesty’s  kindness  that  throughout  the  summer,  women  from  the 
Diocese  of  Southwark  are  sent  to  this  Home . 

The  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Association  is  another  valued 
friend.  The  local  Branch  of  the  Association,  which  meets  at  the 
Bermondsey  Town  Hall,  has  done  much  for  numbers  of  our  specially 
delicate  children. 

The  various  charitable  societies,  such  as  the  Bermondsey 
Council  of  Social  Service  and  the  Municipal  Public  Health  Com¬ 
mittee  and  others  have  also  assisted  us  in  many  ways. 

The  Hospital  is  in  close  and  friendly  touch  with  the  Time  and 
Talents  Settlement  and  the  Princess  Club  for  Girls.  The  Warden 
of  the  latter  kindly  arranged,  at  almost  a  moment’ s  notice,  to  help 
one  of  our  patients  who  was  on  the  verge  of  a  serious  breakdown,  to 
get  away  for  rest  and  change .  Who  can  wonder,  poor  girl !  Most 
of  the  family  out  of  work,  mother  at  her  wit’ s  end,  and  father  ‘  ‘none 
too  kind." 

St.  George’s  Mission  in  the  Old  Kent  Road  has  also  been  very 
readily  helpful  in  getting  cases  to  their  home  at  Dartford,  or  the 
Sunshine  House  at  Birchington.  The  children  return  saying, 

‘  ‘Oh !  I  wish  we  could  have  stayed  on  and  on .’  ’ 

The  London  County  Council  have  taken  quite  a  number  of  our 
little  patients  suffering  from  rheumatic  and  heart  affections  to  their 
home  outside  London .  Provision  is  made  here  for  their  education, 
so  that  the  cases  are  often  enabled  to  stay  until  a  complete  cure  has 
been  effected. 

When  dealing  with  patients  at  the  daily  clinics  it  is  only  pos¬ 
sible  to  touch  the  fringe  of  their  lives .  Still  even  among  the  hun¬ 
dreds  attending,  I  know  I  can  look  back  and  count  on  some  real 
friends. 

As  a  result  of  these  experiences  my  belief  in  the  real  goodness 
and  kindliness  of  human  nature  is  confirmed  and  established  for  all 
time,  and  the  courage  with  which  these  people  rise  above  the  crush¬ 
ing  difficulties  that  often  confront  them  is  nothing  short  of  an  in¬ 
spiration  . 

In  the  wards  there  is  happily  more  time  in  which  to  get  to  know 
the  sick  folk  better.  When  I  go  round  to  collect  vouchers,  or  to 
make  necessary  assessments,  I  have  found  in  most  cases  an  eager¬ 
ness,  touching  beyond  words,  to  do  and  to  give  all  they  can.  Once 
I  feared  I  had  assessed  a  little  highly,  and  on  leaving  the  ward  I 
interviewed  the  husband,  who  said,  ‘  ‘I  can  never  thank  you  enough 
for  what  you  have  done  for  my  wife,  and  I  would  like  to  send  you  a 
contribution  later  on.’  This  duly  arrived  and  was  the  result  of  a 
collection.  ‘‘You  need  not  be  afraid  to  take  it,"  said  the  bearer, 

‘  ‘It’s  all  clean  money.  You  won’t  mind  accepting  it,  will  you  ?" 

Want  of  space,  not  matter,  brings  this  short  account  of  the 
Almoner’ s  work  to  a  full  stop ;  but  in  closing  I  would  ask  for  further 
donations  to  the  Samaritan  fund,  through  which  we  are  able  to  help 
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these  cases.  By  this  means,  women  and  children  are  sent  to  the 
sea,  the  sick  in  the  district  are  given  invalid  diet,  and  groceries  and 
coal  supplied  to  necessitous  cases .  Two  cots  at  a  Seaside  Home  are 
maintained  by  special  gifts  to  this  Fund,  and  we  greatly  need  a 
larger  sum  to  draw  upon . 

Will  kind  friends  remember  this  urgent  request,  and  mark  all 
contributions,  “Samaritan  Fund,"  as  it  is  quite  separate  from  the 
General  Fund,  and  goes  direct  to  the  cases  needing  immediate  help. 

I  should  like  to  add  grateful  thanks  for  the  gifts  already  re¬ 
ceived,  and  would  earnestly  ask  for  further  support  together  with 
Surgical  Aid,  Hospital  and  Convalescent  Home  Letters,  to  assist 
me  in  my  happy  and  congenial  work .

THE  TWENTY -EIGHTH  ANNUAL  GENERAL 

MEETING 

held  on 

Wednesday,  1st  June,  1932,  at  the  Hospital. 

The  Meeting  opened  with  the  sinking  of  the  hymn  “Father, 
whose  will  is  life  and  good,"  followed  by  a  praver  by  the  Rev. 
S.  C.  L.  Miller. 

Mr.  Clive  Davies,  who  was  in  the  Chair,  said  that  the  first 
business  on  the  Agenda  was  to  pass  the  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual 
Meeting,  held  on  2nd  June,  1931.  The  Minutes  having  been 
circulated,  and  no  corrections  having  been  suggested,  they  were 
unanimously  passed  as  correct  and  signed  by  the  Chairman. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  in  the  Accounts  the  Income  was 
shown  to  have  been  ^5966.  Of  this  sum,  £316 5  had  been  received 
on  account  of  services  rendered.  Investments  ^416,  and  a  legacy 
^90,  thus  showing  that  a  sum  of  at  least  ^2295  had  to  be  raised  by 
voluntary  gifts.  For  this  reason  he  hoped  for  a  continuance  of 
the  support  of  the  Subscribers,  both  absent  and  present.  Mr. 
Davies  drew  special  attention  to  the  necessity  of  the  small  surplus 
of  this  and  the  two  previous  years’  working,  ^724,  being  used  to 
meet  the  expenses  of  future  depreciation  and  repairs . 

The  Chairman  also  stated  that  the  newly  formed  Constitution 
of  the  Hospital  had  now  been  in  operation  for  two  years,  and  the 
Subscribers  might  be  congratulated  on  having  put  the  Medical 
Mission  on  such  a  sound  and  satisfactory  basis. 

In  concluding  his  remarks,  he  said  how  pleased  they  all  were 
to  be  associated  with  a  work  that  brought  so  much  gladness  into  a 
drab  district,  and  then  called  on  Dr.  Fox  to  present  the  Accounts 
and  move  their  adoption. 

Dr.  Fox  gave  a  brief  description  of  the  year’s  work,  that  the 
individual  cases  treated  in  the  Out-patient  Department  was  8,389, 
being  1, 891  more  than  ever  before,  the  number  of  their  attendances1 
being  49,825,  as  against  33,431  last  year.  The  average  daily 
number  occupied  of  the  twenty  beds  had  been  19.5.  During  the 
year  375  In-patients  had  been  admitted,  and  the  average  length 
of  stay  was  nineteen  days . 

The  strictest  economy  compatible  with  efficiency  had  been  carried 
out.  This  had  entailed  no  cuts  in  the  salaries,  but  it  was  due 
to  the  loyal  co-operation  of  every  member  of  the  Staff  in  their 
care  of  details  in  every  department  of  the  work.  The  cost  of  each 
Out-patient  had  been  5/-  instead  of  6/-,  the  cost  of  each  Out-patient 
attendance  being  io£d.  instead  of  i/3£d.  The  total  cost  of  the 
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Out-patient  Department  had  been  £2161,  showing  an  increase  of 
only  £20  for  the  additional  1891  patients  seen  during  the  year. 
The  In-patients  numbered  375,  the  average  cost  per  week  being 
£3  4s.  6d.,  as  against  £3  13s.  9d.  last  year,  and  the  total  cost  of 
each  In-patient  being  £8  14s.  3d.,  as  against  £8  17s.  iod.  last 
year.  The  total  cost  of  In-patients  had  been  £3, 285  against  £3,530 
last  year,  showing  a  saving  of  £245.  The  total  Expenditure  of 
the  In-  and  Out-patient  Departments  being  -£5,446,  against  £5,671 
last  year,  giving  a  total  saving  of  £225. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  year  w'ere  £5,966.  Of  this,  £2,295 
had  been  raised  as  Voluntary  Gifts,  £3,165  received  for  services 
rendered,  £416  Dividends  from  invested  property,  and  £90  received 
as  a  legacy. 

The  social  and  religious  work  had  steadily  continued  and  in¬ 
creased,  and  Dr.  Fox  said  how  much  they  were  indebted  to  all  those 
friends  who  had  arranged  outings  to  the  country  and  sea-side, 
and  assisted  personally  in  the  services  and  classes.  It  was  their 
earnest  wish  never  to  lose  sight  of  the  spiritual  in  the  rush  of 
material  things,  and  she  asked  for  the  continued  prayers  of  their 
friends  as  well  as  their  personal  aid. 

After  this  brief  survey  of  the  year’s  work.  Dr.  Fox  proposed 
that  the  Accounts  be  adopted. 

The  Chairman  then  called  upon  Bishop  Taylor  Smith  to  second 
the  resolution  to  adopt  the  Accounts.  In  an  interesting  speech 
the  Bishop  spoke  of  his  experiences  in  Mission  Hospitals  abroad, 
and  warmly  commended  the  work  of  this  Mission  and  its  two -fold 
character  of  healing  the  body  and  bringing  a  knowledge  of  Christ 
to  the  sick  and  suffering.  He  felt  that  the  Staff  deserved  every 
possible  encouragement,  and  asked  that  they  should  be  constantly 
supported  by  prayer  and  personal  service .  The  Bishop  said  he  had 
great  pleasure  in  seconding  the  adoption  of  the  Accounts. 

The  Chairman  having  enquired  if  there  were  any  questions, 
put  the  resolution  to  the  meeting,  that  the  Accounts  as  presented 
by  the  Committee,  moved  by  Dr.  Fox  and  seconded  by  Bishop 
Taylor  Smith  be  adopted.  This  was  carried  unanimously. 

THE  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS  TO  THE  COMMITTEE. 

The  Chairman  said  that,  according  to  the  Constitution,  one 
third  of  the  Members  of  the  General  Committee  retired  each  year. 
The  following  seven  members  were  retiring,  and  the  General 
Committee  recommended  them  for  re-election : —

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Air.  Neighbour’s  resignation  from  the  Committee  had  been 
accepted  with  much  regret,  as  his  health  unfortunately  prevented 
him  attending  any  meetings. 

Aliss  A.  H.  Melchers  had  been  nominated  by  Dr.  Fox  to  replace 
Mr.  Neighbour.  This  was  seconded  by  Airs.  Clive  Davies.  As 
no  other  nominations  had  been  sent  in  before  this  Meeting,  *  the 
Chairman  moved  that  these  eight  persons  be  elected  for  three 
years.  The  Rev.  S.  C.  L.  Miller  was  then  asked  to  second  this 
resolution . 

The  Rev  .  S .  C .  L .  Miller  said  he  had  much  pleasure  in  seconding 
the  resolution.  He  asked  to  be  allowed  to  make  one  addition  to 
the  Agenda,  as  he  considered  that  one  item  had  been  omitted . 
They  came  to  these  meetings  year  after  year,  but  never  had  an 
opportunity  to  express,  not  only  their  own  gratitude,  but  also 
that  of  thousands  in  Bermondsey  to  Dr.  Fox  for  the  work  she  had 
carried  on  for  twenty-eight  years.  He  had  been  privileged  to 
share  part  of  that  work  during  seven  of  those  years.  Mr.  Aliller 
asked  that  an  expression  of  this  gratitude  should  be  recorded  in 
the  Alinutes.
